Reagan  speaks 
over  Soviet  radio 


MOSCOW  (UPI)  —  The  Soviet  Union  said  Sun¬ 
day  that  President  Reagan’s  latest  weekly  radio 
address,  beamed  to  the  Soviet  people  by  the  Voice 
of  America,  was  propaganda  on  an  international 
scale. 

Saturday’s  broadcast,  dwelling  on  the  downing  of 
the  Korean  airliner,  was  the  result  of  a  long- 
planned  and  highly  secret  maneuver  in  which 
Reagan  made  his  weekly  report  to  the  nation  from 
VOA  headquarters  instead  of  the  White  House. 

Without  disclosing  the  plan  beforehand,  Reagan 
was  able  to  avoid  increased  radio  jamming  by 
Soviet  transmitters. 

“As  usual,  it  was  heavily  jammed,”  a  Mosdow 
resident  said  of  the  simultaneous  Russian  transla¬ 
tion.  -•  ,/£  ' 

“The  certainty  with  which  Reagan  spoke  made  it 
clear  that  the  Korean  plane  was  not  on  a  spy  mis¬ 
sion,”  he  said.

“I  couldn’t  tell  you  what’s  in  the 
heart  of  every  author,  but  for  the 
most  part  I  think  their  objectives  are 
very  pure.” 

Swapp  said,  “It’s  a  personal  thing 
to  most  of  them;  they  feel  like  they 
have  something  to  say.” 

“There  are  only  a  few  authors  that 
make  good  money  in  the  Mormon 
market,”  said  Anthony  E.  Larson,  an 
LDS  author.  “Most  of  them  are  gross¬ 
ly  underpaid. 

“Most  people  do  it  out  of  convic¬ 
tion.” 

In  dealing  with  the  marketplace, 
Larson  said,  he  would  love  to  go  out 
and  merely  tell  people  what  is  in  his 
book  without  actually  having  to  mar¬ 
ket  a  product.  “But  it  doesn’t  reach  as 
wide  an  audience.” 

Reaching  that  audience  in  a  way 
that  the  message  is  shared  without 
the  interference  of  materialistic  goals 
is  the  real  challenge,  according  to 
some  critics. 

The  opinions  range  on  each  side  of 
the  argument,  and  with  each  indi¬ 
vidual  product. 

“Every  time  I  walk  into  a  Mormon 
bookstore  I  expect  to  see  Angel  Moro¬ 
ni  ashtrays,”  said  Parker.

Mormon  music 
is  too  'MIA-ish'

Editor’s  Note:  Lex  de  Azevedo  is 
widely  known  among  members  of 
the  Church.  He  is  and  has  been  in¬ 
volved  in  the  production  of  many 
other  Church-related  books,  plays 
and  recordings.  Monday  Encounter 
contacted  de  Azevedo  in  a  Los 
Angeles  studio  while  doing  some 
jingles  for  an  upcoming  album. 

Monday:  What  is  your  definition  of 
“Mormon  pop  music?” 

de  Azevedo:  It  is  pop  music  that 
reflects  LDS  values.  At  the  present 
time  most  of  the  Mormon  pop  that’s 
available  is  pretty  “MIA-ish”  and 
“Primary-ish”  in  its  approach  ...  I 
don’t  think  it  has  to  be  that  way. 

Monday:  What  is  missing  in  “Mor¬ 
mon  music”  at  this  time? 

de  Azevedo:  Referring  to  Mormon 
pop  music,  what  we  are  missing  right 
now  is  songwriters  that  have  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  LDS 
lifestyle,  to  express  that  in  a  form 
that  is  compatible  with  contemporary 
music.  Without  any  question  that  is 
the  greatest  gap  today.  We’ve  got  sin¬ 
gers,  we’ve  got  arrangers,  we’ve  got 
producers,  but  we  don’t  have  the 
songwriters. 

Monday:  How  do  you  respond  to 
people  who  might  be  offended  by 
others  who  mix  pop  music  with  spir¬ 
itual  themes? 

de  Azevedo:  I  have  heard  things 
that  offend  me.  Not  because  the 
music  was  too  hard,  or  necessarily  be¬ 
cause  words  were  too  spiritual,  but 
because  the  two  were  not  yoked 


equally  together ...  In  other  words, 
our  lyricists  at  this  time  are  coming 
from  a  background  of  church  songs, 
primary  and  MIA  songs. 

And  that  kind  of  a  direct,  preaching 
type  of  lyric  is  very  difficult  to  yoke 
with  a  more  secular  style  of  pop. 
Lyrics  that  are  suitable  for  Church 
usually  don’t  work  with  a  harder  type 
of  pop  music. 

Very  often,  lyrics  that  work  with 
pop  music  are  not  suitable  for  Church. 

Now  what  we  need  is  the  ability  to 
express  values.  If  you’re  going  to  be 
dealing  with  a  very  contemporary 
type  of  music  you  can’t  be  singing  ab¬ 
out  deity.  That’s  what  most  Latter- 
day  Saints  find  offensive  in  Christian 
music.  It’s  the  yolking  of  the  names  of 
deity  and  reference  to  deity  with  very 
irreverent  music.  But  that  is  not  to 
say  that  we  can’t  write  about  values. 

Monday:  What  originally  promp¬ 
ted  you  to  involve  yourself  so  deeply 
in  producing  church-related  music? 

de  Azevedo: .  .  .  That’s  what  I  love 
...  I  am  more  excited  about  working 
for  a  cause  rather  than  just  for 
money. 

Monday:  Then  what  do  you  say  to 
the  question  that  you  are  making 
money  off  of  members  of  the  church? 

de  Azevedo:  I  have  two  alterna¬ 
tives:  I  can  work  for  Satan,  and  be¬ 
lieve  me,  he  pays  well .  .  .  or  I  can  use 
my  talents  for  what  I  believe  in. 
There  is  no  sin  in  making  money  .  .  . 
If  I  am  making  a  profit  it  is  because  I 
am  supplying  a  service  and  people 
want  it  and  appreciate  it.  Otherwise, 
I  wouldn’t  be  making  a  profit. 

By  the  way,  a  lot  of  times  there  is 
no  profit. 

Monday:  What  purpose  does  your 
music  and/or  books  serve? 

de  Azevedo:  My  purpose  is  to  build 
the  kingdom  through  my  talents.  If  it 
is  profitable,  then  that’s  fine.

Upset  with  the  odor  from  rabbit  cages,  Angi 
Manning’s  neighbor,  A.L.  Stinespring,  has  asked 
Mayor  Raymond  Peak  and  the  City  Council  to  en¬ 
force  an  old  ordinance  prohibiting  animal  rearing 
within  city  limits. 

“We  are  definitely  caught  in  the  middle,”  Peak 
said.  “I  was  in  4-H  when  I  was  a  kid,  but  I’m 
charged  and  sworn  to  uphold  the  law.” 

The  City  Council  scheduled  a  private  meeting  for 
late  Monday  to  discuss  the  hare-raising  topic. 

Since  she  began  raising  rabbits  two  years  ago, 
Manning,  a  student  at  Hurricane  Middle  School, 
has  won  gold  ribbons  at  4-H  state  fairs.

An  Initiator  of  Professional  Architecture 
in  Utah: 

The  Early  Work  of  Walter  Ellsworth  Ware 


The  professional  architect,  that  is,  an  individual  who  derives  his  income  solely  from  the 
design  of  buildings,  made  his  appearance  in  Utah  Territory  in  the  latter  decades  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  earliest  of  these  designers,  including  such  persons  as  Richard  Kletting,  Frederick 
Albert  Hale,  and  Walter  Ellsworth  Ware,  come  from  outside  the  Territory.  This  slide  lecture  will 
examine  the  early  career  of  Walter  Ellsworth  Ware  (1861-1952),  one  of  the  initiators  of  the 
professional  practice  of  architecture  in  the  Intermountain  West. 

An  easterner  by  birth  and  the  son  of  an  inventor  and  railroad  man,  Ware  apprenticed  in 
the  drafting  offices  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad.  An  architectural  practitioner  for  nearly  sixty 
years,  Ware  was  recognized  by  his  peers  for  his  profesionalism  by  being  twice  elected  president  of 
the  Utah  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  and  the  first  Utahn  to  be  elected  to  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects  College  of  Fellows. 

This  lecture  will  undertake  an  evaluation  of  selected  early  work  from  the  1890s  to  the 

early  1900s,  that  period  of  time  in  which  Ware  established  his  architectural 
practice  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The  evaluation  will  take  into  consideration  such 
factors  as  American  architectural  trends  of  the  period,  the  rapid  growth 
and  development  of  urban  centers  in  Utah  at  this  time,  and  the  nature  of 
the  clients  for  whom  he  undertook  various  commissions.  Slides  will  be

“It  seemed  like  our  offense  did  just 
about  all  it  could,”  said  the  senior 
tight  end.  “I’ve  never  been  on  an 
offensive  team  that  could  do  as  much 

“We  can  take  it  upon  ourselves  to 
win  the  game  if  we  have  to  and  if 
there’s  enough  time  on  the  clock,”  he 
added.  “But  today  it  was  combined 
effort  with  the  defense.” 

All  in  all,  it  was  an  almost  flawless 
performance  by  the  BYU  offensive 
unit  as  it  amassed  725  yards  of  total 
offense  (486  passing  and  261  rushing), 
the  second-best  total  in  Cougar  his¬ 
tory. 

In  addition  to  the  yardage,  the 
Cougars  racked  up  39  first  downs, 
made  good  on  12  of  15  third-down 
attempts,  and  scored  on  eight  of  their 
10  ball  possessions  during  the  game. 

In  addition  to  Hudson’s  63-yard  and 
4-yard  touchdown  receptions,  senior 
wide  receiver  Kirk  Pendleton  grab¬ 
bed  Young’s  third  scoring  pass  of  the 
day. 

Although  passing  had  accounted 
for  the  majority  of  the  BYU  scores 
this  season,  the  offensive  backfield 
tallied  three  TD  runs  of  its  own 
against  Air  Force. 

Eddie  Stinnett  registered  two  six- 
point  rushes  of  36  and  10  yards,  while 
Waymon  Hamilton  added  a  16-yard 
touchdown  run. 

The  two  runners  combined  for  115 
yards  on  the  ground,  while  fullback 
Casey  Tiamalu  rushed  19  times  for 
119.  The  three  offensive  backs  also 
caught  a  combined  total  of  17  passes 
for  158  yards 

Even  though  the  BYU  defense  re¬ 
linquished  over  400  yards  of  total 
offense  to  its  opponents  for  the  third 
straight  game  and  four  Falcon  TDs  on 
the  ground,  AFA  was  forced  to  rack 


up  more  than  half  of  its  total  yardage 
in  the  air,  something  somewhat  un¬ 
common  in  Colorado  Springs. 

AFA  quarterback  Marty  Louthan 
was  forced  to  pass  the  ball  as  the  Fal¬ 
cons  tried  to  play  catch-up  in  the 
second  half.  Although  the  Air  Force 
signal  caller  threw  fewer  passes  in  the 
first  half  than  the  Academy  cadets  did 
during  halftime  at  the  BYU  cheer¬ 
leaders,  Louthan  finished  the  game, 
completing  15  of  25  for  223  yards. 

The  Flexbone  attack  was  limited  to 
179  yards  rushing,  with  fullbacks 
John  Kershner  and  Ted  Sunquist 
blasting  through  the  Cougar  defense 
for  more  than  130  yards  of  the  total. 

But  it  was  the  Air  Force  defense 
that  seemed  to  suffer  the  most,  un¬ 
able  to  stop  neither  the  Cougars’ 
rushing  nor  passing  attacks. 

Air  Force  Head  Coach  Ken  Hat¬ 
field  said  in  his  post-game  radio  show 
that  his  defensive  unit  was  physically 
exhausted  after  the  first  half  because 
pass  rushing  and  pass  coverage  re¬ 
quires  much  more  energy  than  play¬ 
ing  against  a  straight  run. 

Two  Lee  Johnson  field  goals  and 
the  Young-to-Hudson  TD  pass  that 
covered  63  yards  accounted  for 
BYU’s  first-half  scoring,  although  a 
bad  snap  cost  one  three-point 
attempt,  while  Johnson  sprained  his 
toe  after  taking  out  a  divot  on  another 
kicking  attempt. 

The  Cougars  added  to  their  13-7 
halftime  lead  by  exploding  for  five 
touchdowns  in  all  five  BYU  series  in 
the  second  half.  Four  of  five  drives 
were  80  yards  or  longer,  with  the 
BYU  ball-contol  offense  eating  up 
18:30  of  the  second-half  time  clock. 

BYU  starts  off  conference  action 
with  its  1-0  WAC  record  following 
Saturday’s  win.

Building  model  railroads  is  an  intriguing  hobby  for  Trevor  Stevens, 
representative  for  the  National  Model  Railroad  Association. 
Although  he  may  take  more  than  a  year  to  construct  a  model,  the 
hobby  suits  his  fancy  and  his  budget. 


Railroad  model  hobby 
is  relaxing,  fits  budget

In  Utah  Valley  there  are  20  to  30  “choo  choo 
idiots,”  and  Trevor  Stevens  is  one  of  them. 

Stevens,  area  representative  for  the  National 
Model  Railroad  Association,  said  railroad  model 
building,  although  not  one  of  the  most  popular  hob¬ 
bies,  is  one  of  the  most  enjoyable. 

The  hobby  should  not  be  confused  with  playing 
with  or  collecting  train  sets.  “With  model  railroads, 
we  try  to  create  absolute  realism  in  miniature,” 
Stevens  said. 

He  said  those  interested  in  beginning  the  hobby 
should  first  discover  whether  it  is  suited  for  them 
by  seeing  exhibitions  and  demonstrations,  then  de¬ 
ciding  what  model  scale  to  use. 

There  are  three  major  scales:  the  original  “O;” 
“HO,”  which  is  half  the  size  of  “O;”  and  “N,”  which 
is  approximately  half  the  size  of  “HO.” 

There  are  a  number  of  diversified  models  in  each 
scale,  Stevens  said. 

The  N  scale  is  convenient  for  the  apartment 
dweller  or  the  person  who  is  always  on  the  move,  he 
said,  because  it  takes  up  less  space. 

The  cost  of  the  trains  depends  on  the  size  and 
quality  of  the  boxcar,  Stevens  said.  An  HO  boxcar 
can  cost  from  $1.98  to  $5,000. 

“It  is  a  multi-faceted  hobby.  It  includes  know¬ 
ledge  of  carpentry,  engineering,  electricity  and 
basic  machine  work,”  Stevens  said. 

Making  the  scenery  is  the  final  stage  in  building  a 
model  railroad,  Stevens  said,  because  if  it  is  put  in 
too  early,  it  must  often  be  tom  out  if  some  other 
problem  is  found. 

Making  the  scenery  requires  skill  and  is  easier 
for  some  people  than  for  others,  Stevens  said. 
“Some  people  can  hammer  the  scenery  right  out. 
They  chisel  away  and  then  take  their  spray  paint 
and  paint  black  this  way  and  spray  red  this  way  and 
then  all  of  a  sudden  you  have  the  Red  Rocks  of 
Utah.” 

Railroad  modeling  must  be  taken  slowly,  he  said. 
“Too  many  people  try  to  do  too  much  too  soon.  One 
of  the  greatest  models  started  out  as  nothing  more 
than  a  little  track  on  a  piece  of  plywood.” 

Stevens  buys  engines  and  cars  slowly.  “I  buy 


things  that  hit  my  fancy  and  budget.”  Items  that 
have  caught  Stevens’  fancy  include  30  locomotives, 
60  passenger  cars  and  200  freight  cars. 

Stevens  said  his  hobby  is  an  investment.  “Before 
I  bought  this  house,  I  had  quite  a  few  expensive 
locomotives  that  I  sold  for  my  down  payment.” 

Though  only  a  few  people  are  involved  in  rail¬ 
roading  in  Utah  Valley,  Stevens  said,  “there  are  a 
lot  of  individuals  who  have  seen  a  display  or  exhibi¬ 
tion  and  are  just  afraid  to  admit  that  they’d  like  to 
get  involved. 

“We  would  like  to  reach  those  who  are  interested 
in  model  railroading  and  don’t  know  where  to  go. 
With  all  the  pressures  of  studying,  many  students 
would  find  model  railroading  relaxing.
